RE: Jackson Purchase Energy Corporation (“Jackson Purchase”) 

Pursuant to the Commission’s December 18, 2007 Order, an informal conference 
was held at the Commission’s offices on January 9, 2008. A list of the attendees is 
attached hereto. 

The purpose of the conference was to discuss the facts and circumstances 
surrounding the August 7, 2007 accident involving a Jackson Purchase contractor, 
Hendrix Electric, near Little Cypress Road, Marshall County, Kentucky. As a result of 
the discussion, an agreement in principle was reached which, if accepted by the 
Commission, would eliminate the need for a hearing in this case. The terms of the 
agreement include: (I) Jackson Purchase conducting monthly safety audits on both its 
own crew as well as contractor crews; (2) the designation of one Jackson Purchase 
employee to have responsibility for ensuring that monthly safety audits are performed; 
and (3) the payment of a civil penalty in the amount of $7,500. Staff agreed to work with 
Jackson Purchase to finalize a Stipulation reflecting the agreement in principle.
